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Euryarthrum elegans belonging to the subfamily Cerambycinae was described from the 
Malay Peninsula, West Malaysia (HAYAsHI, 1977), and then additionally recorded from Borneo, 
East Malaysia (HEFFERN, 2005; YOSHITAKE & NiIsATO, 2009). Recently, we had an opportu- 
nity to examine a male specimen of this species from East Kalimantan, Indonesia. The specimen 
examined from East Kalimantan shows no difference in external and genitalic features between 
the known localities from the Malay Peninsula and northern Borneo.
